AMBASSADOR AND MRS. DOBRYNIN, WHO USUALLY RETIRE BEFORE THE 
END OF SUCH EVENTS, STAYED ON UNTIL THE BITTER END. INTER 
NATIONAL HARVESTER REP SUGGESTED THAT THIS WAS MARK OF RESPECT
